BIOGRAPHIES 


Paul Bagley, violin and viola 

Dr. Paul Bagley serves as concertmaster of the Londontowne Symphony and the nationally 
acclaimed Peacherine Ragtime Society Orchestra. He regularly performs in several orchestras 
and chamber groups in the greater DC/Baltimore area, including the Annapolis, Alexandria 

and Fairfax symphonies, as well as the Baltimore Chamber Orchestra. He also has performed 
with the Richmond Symphony, Virginia Opera and Washington Concert Opera. Bagley has 
been featured as soloist twice with the Lake Superior Chamber Orchestra in his hometown of 
Duluth, MN, and several times with the Montgomery College Orchestra in Rockville, MD. An 
avid chamber musician in all genres from Baroque to pop, Bagley is a member of the Annapolis 
Chamber Players and the Riverhawk Quartet. He also has performed with The Who and on 
three of NPR’s Tiny Desk concerts with alt-J, Billy Corgan (of The Smashing Pumpkins) and Meg 
Myers. Bagley teaches violin and viola at Anne Arundel Community College and Broadneck 
High School. He received his doctorate in violin performance from the University of Maryland, 
where he studied with David Salness. 


Kristin Bakkegard, violin 

Baltimore-native Kristin Bakkegard is associate principal second violin of the Annapolis 
Symphony and tours across the U.S. as principal second of the Peacherine Ragtime Society 
Orchestra. She frequently performs with several orchestras across the mid-Atlantic region 
such as Richmond Symphony, Baltimore Chamber Orchestra, National Philharmonic and 
Delaware Symphony. She also enjoys playing chamber music as a member of the Annapolis 
Chamber Players and AACC’s Riverhawk String Quartet. She has appeared as soloist with 
the Annapolis Symphony Orchestra and the Montgomery College Orchestra. Outside of the 
classical music world, Bakkegard has appeared on three NPR Tiny Desk concerts, featuring 
alt-J, The Smashing Pumpkins’ Billy Corgan and Meg Myers. In addition to performing, 
Bakkegard is an enthusiastic teacher; she maintains a private studio, is on faculty at the 
Annapolis Symphony Academy and is a violin teacher at the Performing and Visual Arts 
Program at Broadneck High School. In her free time, Bakkegard enjoys making music with her 
husband Paul and watching their greyhound Jovie sleep, where they reside in Arnold, MD.

Molly Fullerton, piano 

Molly Fullerton is asophomore at Salisbury University, pursuing a degree in music - education 
track. She was first introduced to the piano when she was in second grade, inspired by her 

late grandmother, and has been playing her heart out ever since. Coming from a long line of 
musicians and music educators, Fullerton has been surrounded by music her entire life. Her 
family means everything to her, and she is grateful to be able to share the gift of music with 
them. She hopes to one day follow in her parents’ footsteps and build upon the legacy her 
family has laid before her. Although the piano is her primary instrument, studying with Lyubov 
Paskova, she also has been playing the trumpet for 11 years, participating in numerous honors 
bands throughout her middle/high school career.

Youth Orchestra. Fullerton is not only considered a devoted musician but a hardworking student 
as well, making the Fulton Dean’s List every semester in her college career. 


Sachiho Murasugi, violin 

Dr. Sachiho Murasugi has performed extensively as a professional orchestral and chamber 
musician throughout the U.S., Mexico and Spain. She has been a member of the Louisiana 
Philharmonic and West Virginia Symphony and performed regularly with the Omaha Symphony 
and the Dayton Philharmonic. Sachiho holds performance degrees from Manhattan School of 
Music and the Ohio State University, where she received her D.M.A. Previous teachers include 
the famed Russian American pedagogue Raphael Bronstein, as well as Daniel Phillips and 
violist Catharine Carroll. Currently, she is concertmaster for the Salisbury Symphony Orchestra, 
is full-time lecturer at Salisbury University and performs regularly with regional professional 
orchestras, the Allegheny Ensemble and Trio. Aside from music, she enjoys knitting, gardening, 
studying kanji and cooking for her family and friends.

Jeffrey Schoyen, cello 

Dr. Jeffrey Schoyen has performed with ensembles across the country including Orchestra 
of St. Luke’s in New York and the Dayton Philharmonic in Ohio. He has extensive orchestral 
experience and has been a member of the Opera Orchestra of New York, Pittsburgh Opera 
Orchestra, Louisiana Philharmonic Orchestra and principal cellist of the Filarmonica del Bajio 
in Mexico. He graduated with distinction from the New England Conservatory of Music where 
he was a student of Lawrence Lesser and completed a D.M.A. at Stony Brook as a student of 
Timothy Eddy. His awards include a National Endowment for the Arts Chamber Music Rural 
Residency Grant, Tanglewood Festivals Gustav Golden Award and a Frank Huntington Beebe 
Grant to study with famed cellist William Pleeth in London. An active chamber musician and 
recitalist, Schoyen has given concerts throughout the United States, Germany, Mexico, Spain 
and Ecuador. Schoyen is conductor and music director of the Salisbury Symphony and the 
Salisbury Youth Orchestra. He teaches cello and bass, and he is professor of music at Salisbury 
University. 


Gwendolyn Toth, harpsichord and organ 

Recognized as one of America’s leading early music performers, Dr. Gwendolyn Toth is a 
conductor and early keyboard artist based in New York City. “Her interpretive skills are sensitive 
and intelligent, and she clearly has a gift for program conceptualization” (The New York Times). 
She has been heard in concert throughout North America, Europe and the Far East, and on 
radio networks in Holland, Germany, France and America’s National Public Radio. Currently, 
she is the director and founder of New York City’s virtuoso period instrument ensemble Artek. 
Under her direction, the ensemble released the first North American recording of Monteverdi’s 
opera Orfeo on the Lyrichord label to outstanding critical acclaim. Dr. Toth’s interests also 
extend to contemporary music. She has worked and recorded with eminent composer/ 
performers such as John Cage, Rhys Chatham, Petr Kotik, Dave Soldier, Louis Andriessen and 
Elliot Sharp at BAM Next Wave Festival, The Kitchen, Bang on a Can Festival, Cage Nachttage 
in KdlIn, Germany, and others. She holds the D.M.A. in organ performance from Yale University 
and did post-graduate study with Ton Koopman at the Sweelinck Conservatory in Amsterdam, 
the Netherlands.
